No Immediate Settlement 


In Farmer Strike Expected 


By J. V. O'Neill 

Consumers and distributors of 
farm produce in Alberta have little 
hope of an immediate settlement 
of the 30-day withholding strike 
of farm produce instituted by the 
Alberta Farmers’ Union last Sept. 6, 
when their 20,000 members were 
joined by an estimated 30,000 mem- 
bers of the United Farmers of Can- 
ada, Saskatchewan section, in a 
demand that the federal govern- 
ment establish a board to determine 
parity price levels for agricultural 
producers. 

Notwithstanding the lengthy 
statement from Agriculture Min- 
ister Gardiner, inviting both organ- 
izations to place their grievances 
before the Agricultural Prices Sup- 
port board for government con- 
sideration, the withholding strike 
will continue at least until the 
end of the month, since it will 
take another week or more before 
balloting of locals on whether the 
strike is to be carried beyond the 
30-day period is recorded and 
totals tabulated. This was the state- 
ment Wednesday by the A.F.U. 
President Carl J. Stimpfle. 

“About 45,000,” was Stimpfle’s 
reply to a question of how many 


| ballots had been sent out to farmer

Prime Minister King made the 
announcement himself at the cone 
clusion of a four-hour cabinet meet« 
ing, the second this week. 

He said that the government 
might have considered continuing 
the subsidy temporarily if it would 
assure stability in retail milk prices, 
However, there were “strong indica- 
tions” that even if the subsidy were 
continued, producers would demand 
higher retail prices, and _ several 
provincial milk boards were ready 
to grant the increases, 

In 1945, the producer subsidy cost 
the federal government $12,671,000, 

It had been advisable, said the 
prime minister, to have a national 
milk policy during the war years, 
but now it was time for the provin- 
cial milk boards to resume full juris 
diction. The boards were well able to 
deal with production conditions that 
varied widely from province to 
province. 

Milk prices went up two cents a 
quart when the government took off 
the consumers’ subsidy some months 
ago. 

R. C. Smellie, president of the Na- 
tiona] Dairy Council of Canada said 
consumers likely will pay “at least” 
two cents more for a quart of milk, 
He said there might be slight vari- 
ations since “from now on price is 
a matter for provincial milk control 
boards.”

Agriculture Minister Gardiner 
made this announcement of gov- 
ernment policy on the Alberta farm 
strike after Wednesday's cabinet 
meeting. He is sending complete 
and detailed replies to C. J. Stimp- 
fle, president of the Alberta Farin- 
ers’ Union, and F. T. Appleby, 
president of the United Farmers 
of Canada in Saskatchewan. 

Mr. Gardiner told the striking

Britain Aroused 
Over Air Crashes 


By Frank Swanson 

LONDON.—Public anxiety has 
been arc 2d throughout Britain in 
recent weeks following 10 successive 
air crashes, costing the lives of 197 
persons 

Although the accidents happened 
at such widely separated parts of the 
world as Newfoundland, Hong Kong, 
Paris and Copenhagen, the fact 
they took place within such a short 
space of time has aroused nation~- 
wide comment. 

Some of the crashes involved mili- 
tary and some civil aircraft, but 
majority were caused by use of ob- 
solete equipment. 

The London Daily Mail Thursday 
said in column-long editorial that 
the crashes have given the public 
an idea that flying is still a dan- 
gerous adventure, no matter in what 
part of world it is made. This is 
most definitely not so, the paper 
goes on to point out. 

Accidents have a hab't of coming 
in eycles and the cumulative im- 


| pression is one of a disproportion- 


ate element of risk the Mail says. 
“If these recent disasters are set 
against the vast background of air 
travel today the ratio of fatalities 
to the total of passenger miles flown 
is very small indeed, 

“If the public does not get the 
aircraft it wants, people will not 
fly. What they want are safety, 
regularity and sped.”

C.C. L. at Impasse 
On C. C. F. Issue 


(CP) — After three 
more hours of bitter debate the 
sixth regular convention of the 
Canadian Congress of Labor was 


adjourned at noon Thursday still; 


at a stalemate on the issue of re- 
endorsation of the C.C.F, as the

It is a subtitute for 11 political 
action resolutions submitted to the 
convenion by C.C.L. affiliates. 


(The congress two years ago 
endorsed the C.C.F. but leftist 
elements in the organization aban- 
doned the official policy and tended 
to support the L.P.P.) 

C.C.F, supporters maintained to- 
day that party still came closest 
to the aims of labor. L.P.P.-minded 
delegates said C.C.L. endorsation of 
the C.C.F. had resulted in no 
political action by labor. And the 
third section of the congress ad- 
vocated independence of any 
political tie as the surest method to 
obtain concessions for the work- 
ing masses.

Harvest Trains 
Rolling Eastwar 


WINNIPEG, (CP) — They may 
lack the romance of the silk spe- 
cials and the hauteur of the crack 
trans-continental fliers, but in the 
nation's economy the harvest trains 
now rolling east through Winnipeg 
will take to a siding for no one. | 

Night and day, almost every hour 
of the 24, a locomotive pulling 65 
or 70 cars laden with the wealth of 
Canada’s prairies grinds to a stop 
in one of the Winnipeg district | 
yards of the country’s two great 
railway systems. The annual grain 
movement to the lakehead is on. | 


The magnitude of the moyement 
and the wealth it brings directly or 
indirectly to Canadians is in direct 
ratio to the size of the crop. This 
year’s estimated wheat yield of | 
440,000,000 bushels and coarse grain | 
harvest of 567,000,000 bushels isn't 
the greatest ever, But it ranks 
well up. 

Not all the grain moves east, of 
course. A good part of it—the di- 
viding line is in western Saskat-| 
chewan — normally is exported) 
through Pacific coast ports. Al 
comparatively small part goes 
through the Hudson bay port of 
Churchill, Man. But much of the 
rush is to the lakehead—the great 
terminal elevators at Fort William 
and Port Arthur. 

At the peak of the 1946 rush— 
and that’s just about now—the 
Canadian Pacific Railway expects 
to be handling 16 trains daily east- 
bound and the same number trund- | 
ling empties back west for refills 
The 65-70 cars to a train stretch 
half a mile. Some days the total 
may reach 4,500 cars with perhaps 
3,000,000 bushels of grain. 

The Canadian National's expecta- 
tions are about the same although, 
feeding more northerly—and there- 
fore later threshing—areas as they 
do, the full movement is not yet 
under way. 

Neither railway expects any 
major shortage of rolling stock to 
develop, 

Already the headaches are de- 
veloping. With more than 5,000 
cars of grain in the lakehead ter- 
minals of the C.P. and C.N, earlier 
this week, both railway and elevator 
officials found themselves hard 
pressed to unload them and pro- 
vide room for the continuing in- 
flux. Some of the elevators were 
beset by lack of labor. 

But by the time snow flies and 
Great Lakes navigation closes, Can- 
ada’s lakehead grain “cupboards” 
—bare this year because of last 
year’s low crop and heavy exports 
—will be overflowing again. 


New South Wales _ 
Key Voting State 


SYDNEY, Australia, (CP) — The 
big eastern state of New South, 
Wales, which fills more than one- | 
third of the 75 seats in the Austral- 
ian house of representatives, is re- 
garded as the key to Saturday's 
general election 

As the campaign winds up, the 
Labor party, seeking re-election, 
after five years in office, is con- 
centrating its attention on this} 
state in which it is estimated there 
are about 1,700,000 voters and which, 
in 1943, elected 21 Labor members 
among 28 representatives it sent to 
the federal house. | 

The Liberal and Country parties, | 
working together for the defeat of 
the Labor government, also are, | 
giving close attention to New South 
Wales in the hope of regaining at 
least eight of the 10 seats they have 
lost to Labor there since 1940. 

Two seats believed impossible for 
them to regain are Macquarie, held 
by Prime Minister Chifley, and 
Barton, represented by the ex- 
ternal affairs minister, Herbert 
Evatt. 

When returns start to come in| 
after the polls close at 8:00 P.M. 
Saturday, political wise men will 
watch a handful of eight divisions 
for the trend which they anticipate 
will be reflected elsewhere in Aus- 
tralia, 

The divisions contain practically 
all types of Australian population, 
well-to-do pastoralists, big and/ 
small farmers and businessmen, | 
trade unionists as well as a scatter- 
ing of miners, and all types of 
housewives among the women 
voters who outnumber the men in 
Australia, 

They are concerned with all 
election issues—taxation, extended 
social services, fixed price schemes 
for primary producers and the over- | 
riding question of a Labor or a 
non-Labor government at Canberra.

BUTTE, Mont., (AP) — Gen.

The resolution 
was submitted by the Nova Scotia 
Federation of Labor and the Union 
of Maritime Marine Workers in 
Halifax, 

A resolution by the same organi- 
zation endorsing establishment of a 
Canadian coast guard service also 
was referred to the executive. 

James J. O'Connell, Union of 
Marine and Shipworkers, Halifax, 
said establishment of a coast guard 
is “urgent on the east coast and, I 
think, on the west coast, too, for the 
fishing industry and general coastal 
trade of this country.” 

G. K. Bell, Maritime Marine 
Workers, Halifax, said obsolete 
United States ships were being sail- 
ed in the Great Lakes under Can- 
adian registry 

“They are 40 or 50 years old, a 
menace to navigation. They put in 
jeopardy the lives of the Canadian 
sailors asked to man them.”

| evidence, He was re-arrested on the 


same charge on the basis of addi- 
tional evidence in the fina] report of 
the royal commission on espionage. 

The name of “Shugar” appeared 
in telegrams sent to Moscow by the 
head of the Russian spy ring operat- 
ing in Canada, Igor Gouzenko, for- 
mer Russian embassy cipher clerk, 
testified Tuesday. 

Gouzenko, who fled the embassy 
last September and turned evidence 
of the rimg’s operations over to 
Canadian authorities, was .giving 
evidence at the preliminary hearing. 

It was Shugar’s second hearing 
on a conspiracy charge. Hea ap- 
peared on a similar charge early in 
the espionage inquiry and was dis- 
missed for lack of evidence. He was 
rearrested after publication of the 
final reports of the royal commission 
on espionage. 

Gouzenko said the _ telegrams 
mentioning the name of “Shugar” 
were destroyed at the Russian em- 
bassy. 

He then identified various docu- 
ments which he had taken from 


| the embassy containing the name of 


“Shugar” in connection with tasks 
being assigned to members of the 
spy ring. 

In one instance he said, “Shugar” 
asked for more detailed information 
about what was wanted.

VANCOUVER, (CP)—Arthur B.

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Why Soap is Scarce 

A correspondent of The Edmonton Bul- 
letin has suggested in the letter column that 
machinery be set up to collect surplus fats 
from the public, as in wartime, so that the 
makers of soap might increase their supply 
to the retailers and thus alleviate the current 
shortage of that vital commodity. 

Soap, however, is not scarce because of 
any shortage of fats and oils. Soap manu- 
facturers are not turning out their full pro- 
duction because they lack that other con- 
stituent of soap, the alkalis, 

They are getting as much fat as at any 
time in the last six months but the supply 
of soda ash and caustic soda has been sharp- 
ly cut in the past few weeks by strikes at 
two chemical plants in the east, The Ca- 
nadian Industries Ltd. plant at Windsor pro- 
duced half the caustic soda made in Canada. 

The fact that laundry soaps are in shor- 
ter supply than hand and bath soaps is be- 
cause they have a higher alkali content.

The Stalin Interview 

Premier Stalin’s published interview on 
world affairs is very timely. It could be 
taken as meant to clear away misconceptions 
and put people in the democratic countries 
straight on the basic ideas of Russian foreign 
policy: They will hope that this is the cor- 
rect interpretation, 

The general principles which Mr. Stalin 
lays down as the foundation of policy are 
not only unexceptionable; they are the prin- 
ciples which also shape the foreign -policies 
of the democratic states. The interview 


| Stalin’s statement of basic Russian policy. 


| was hopeless. 


thus serves the purpose of making clear | 
that there is fundamental agreement between | 


the declared aims of the Soviets and those 
of the western powers. 

Mr. Stalin says he does not think there 
is any real danger of another war. That 
is a disclaimer with which it is easy to agree, 
Whatever the directors of Russia’s pushful 
plans abroad may want, no one can suppose 
them to be planning to bring on another car- 
nival of slaughter and destruction, And 
certainly no other government is aiming at 
such a goal, 

The atomic bomb, the Premier Says, can 
be left out of the calculation, because it will 
be prohibited as a weapon by joint action of 
the United Nations, That expectation is 
universal. 

The Soviet chief does not think it would 
be possible for the western powers to “en- 
circle’ Russia, and “is not convinced” that 
they want to. He could have stated the con- 
viction in positive terms, for the western 
powers have no such intent and have given 
no cause to suppose they had. They could 
have no such desire within bonds of reason, 
unless as a defensive measure against threat- 
ened Russian aggression, 

Mr. Stalin declares it to be his ‘tuncon- 
ditional belief’ that Russia and the demo- 
eracies can co-operate in friendship despite 
their ideological differences, The democra- 
tic peoples and governments believe that too. 
In fact they know it to be true if Russia 
will deal with them as they are dealing with 
Russia, 

The Soviet Premier states plainly that 
he does not plan build up Germany 
“against” the western powers; that this 
would be a departure from basic Russian 
interest; and that the problem is to demili- 
tarize the Reich and make it a democratic 
state, This also is common ground; that 
Germany should be rebuilt as a peaceful and 
eventually independent country, not asa 
threat to the east or to the west, 

This interview sounds a good deal like 
a list of general instructions handed out by 
the Commander-in-chief for the direction of 
the Russian peoples also, and in particular 
for the guidance of M. Gromyko and his as- 
sociates in the of the United 
Nations. 

The important matter is not what Mr. 
Stalin says but how far Russian moves in 
and out of the council chambers are brought 
and kept in line with the views he expresses 
and the purposes he proclaims. If he means 
that diplomatic conduct and propaganda ac- 
tivity are to be revamped in keeping with 
these principles, there should be less friction 
hereafter and more progess in the herculean 
job of steering the nations out of chaos and 
back into the of useful production and 
peacetime living,

a job which the helicopter can do and other 
planes cannot do. 

This of course the men in the armed 
services found out long ago. Now civilians 
know it too, better than they ever knew it 
before. The “windmill” will not rank any 
more as only or mainly a curiosity. It has} 
shown that in certain circumstances it is 
the only aerial ambulance and rescue plane 
that can get to the scene of an accident and 
out again, 

Those physical circumstances are! 
spread across Canada's hinterland from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific and clear down to 
the Arctic. We are likely to get better ac- 
quainted with the helicopter and _ its 
capabilities,

ATHENS—Greek Premier Tsal- 
daris has returned to Athens from 
Paris, where he has been presen- 
ting Greece's case at the Peace con- 
ference, and from London, where 
he has been discussing with King 
George II of Hellenes the plans 
for the King’s return to Greece. 
Shortly after the Premier's return 
I had a long talk with him. It 
was the first time we had met 
He struck me as having much* in 


common, both physically and tem- | 


peramently, with Britain’s Foreign 
Secretary Ernest Bevin, 

Four main problems await Tsal- 
daris’ attention—the handling of the 
King’s return, reorganization of the 
government, the revolt in Mace- 
donia, and the economic situation, 
which is still grave. 

The King’s return is a compar- 
atively simple matter. He was not 
voted out by his people, Therefore, 
his return is not like the 1935 res- 
storation of the monarchy. It’s 
merely a resumption of the form of 
government interrupted by the Ger- 
man invasion, There has been no 
break in the form of the Greek 
Constitution. On the contrary, the 
monarchical form of government 
was reaffirmed by a large major- 
ity in an election which, whatever 
its defects, probably was the most 


fairly conducted election in any 
Balkan country. 

All the same, the King’s return 
raises a number of questions of 
some delicacy. Clearly, he must 
unite all the liberal and moder- 
ate elements in Greece. Thus, he 


must set his face as firmly against 
the right-wing terrorists support- 
ing him as against the Communist 
terrorists opposing him, At the 
same time, he must act as a truly 
constitutional monarch without 
thereby becoming 4a political 
cypher. The King certainly has a 
great role to play, and one 
may be decisive for the future 
happiness of his people. Premier 
Tsaldaris has the prime responsi- 
bility of advising the King how 
best to play his difficult role, 

Tsaldaris’ Populist Party has a 
clear majority over all other par- 
ties in the Greek Assembly. In one 
sense, there’s no need to broaden 
the base of the government, But 
there's a fairly widespread feeling 
that the return of the King would 
be a good moment in which to as- 
sociate all possible moderate fggcees 
inside the administration.

them. 

If this be true, as I think it is, 
then somebody should be called to 
answer. Surely it is as great a crime 
for an industrialist, no matter how 
wealthy he may be, to give in- 
formation to the enemy as it is for 
a filing clerk or other minor go- 
vernment official or citizen of the 
country to give information to a 
country which happens to be an 
ally. It is important that all sus- 
pects should be charged, and, if 
found guilty, sentenced according 
to the enormity of their crimes 

Because no action has been taken 
or any statement made, regarding 
these things by any of the allied 
governments, the rumor is now 
going around that the reason it has 
been “hushed up” is that some of 
the persons concerned occupy 
such important positions of trust 
that the scandal which would re- 
sult would not be in the public 
interest.

‘Danes Are Proud 
Of Sabotage Feats 


By James McCook 

COPENHAGEN, (CP) When 
the Germans occupied Denmark on 
April 9, 1940, they found the popu- 
lation quiet and congratulated 
themselves on an easy victory, 

Four years later the quiet Danes 
had developed an underground 
movement of such efficiency that 
most of the people were associated 
with it and 8,400 acts of sabotage 
on the railways alone made the 
movement of German troops and 
supplies almost impossible, On 
April, 1944—Hitler's birthday—the 
country rocked with an explosion 
every four minutes. 

Danes remembering these days 
say that the Germans’ power 
slipped away from them as the 
Danish nation awoke to resistance 
and all German hopes of food, hos- 
pitality and co-operation were 
dashed, 

The Danes are proud of their 
underground movement and eagerly 
describe its workings. Newspapers 
|were published all over Denmark 
denouncing the Germans and in- 
structing underground forces. 

Periodical meetings of the “Hon- 
ey-Makers association” at the Co- 
penhagen zoo restaurant were the 
conferences of the underground 
newspaper publishers. 

The underground knew every- 
thing, and what the underground 
knew one night the British intel- 
ligence knew next morning. 

Gestapo offices in Copenhagen 
were in a high office buiding. The 
Germans put their prisoners on 
the top storey where they would 
be the first victims of British 
bombing. But one day Mosquitos 
zipped between the chimneys and 
fired rockets—into the middle floors 
of the building. About 100 of the 
gestapo died and the prisoners on 
the top storey escaped. 

The underground cared for Danes 
going out to join Allied services— 
about 5,000 Danes served on Allied 
merchant ships and 1,281 lost their 
lives—and handled the inbound 
movement of Allied agents and 
weapons. Among those escaping 
Denmark was Niels Bohr, the phy- 
sicist who worked with Allied scien- 
| tists on development of the atomic

Blames Americans 
For Talking War 


LONDON, (CP)—The Moscow 
radio, commenting on Prime Min- 
ister Stalin's assertion that he 
could see no real danger of a new 
war, broadcast Wednesday a de- 
claration that there were “few 
countries where so much clamor 
was being raised” about a new war 
as in the United States. 

“American publications are try- 
ing to create the impression that 
war is inevitable,” the commenta- 
tor Analyzer said in an English 
language broadcast. 

Britain's press, meanwhile, front- 
paged world reaction to Stalin's 
statements and filled editorial 
columns with expressions of wel- 
come for the Soviet prime minister's 
words. 

In the United States many edi- 
tors saw in Stalin’s pronouncee 
ments the suggestion that the Sov- 
iet Union may be willing “to meet 
the western democracies half way,” 
| but others felt that his statements 
did not jibe the actions of his rep- 
resentatives here and at the Paris 
peace conference. 


“Stalin makes it clear now,” the 
San Francisco Chronicle said edi- 
torially, “that he does not think war 
is just around the corner, and if 
he doesn’t think 50, it isn’t.” 


But the Detroit Free Press said 
the answer to the question of how 
much reliance could be placed in 
Stalin’s sincerety in making the 
| statements was “complicated by the 
fact that Stalin and his colleagues 
jin the Kremlin have never aban- 
| doned Lenin’s hope and plan to 
; communize the world.” 


The New York Times declared: 
“It is part of the Russian enigma 
that words and actions often lie so 
far apart.” The New York Herald 
Tribune suggested the Kremlin 
“may be groping after a real basis 
for pease, and even hints at the 
| beginning of another shift in the 
party line, designed, however 
| cautiously, to make such a basis | 
| possible.”

WINDSOR, (CP)—The Trades 
and Labor Congress Wednesday 
went on record supporting the de- 
mand of striking Alberta farmers 


for appointment of a government

Currency Trouble 
Plagues Nuernberg 


By Frank Swanson 
LONDON.—Confusion reigns this 
week at Nuernberg where observers 
of many nations are awaiting the 
outcome next Monday of 10-month 
long trial of major nazi war leaders. 
Cause for the confusion has noth- 
ing to do with the military tribunal 


or with any of the 21 accused. It 
is purely financial. 
Last week, U.S. occupation au- 


thorities announced the inaugura- 
tion of new military payment cer- 
tific s in place of Allied marks 
as currency for all occupation forces 
in order to combat trading in the 
black market by troops. 

Unable to exchange Russian- 
printed marks for the new currency 
and therefore unable to pay for 
meels in the press camp, the corps 
of Russian correspondents left the 
Nuernberg press camp in a huff 

Now it has been announced that 
the British staff, numbering in the 
hundreds and British press corres- 
pondents, may exchange only $16 
worth of British occupation cur- 
rency a week for American money. 
Since the cost of living in Nuern- 
berg is far above this amount, both 
the staff and correspondents are 
wondering how they are going to 
live until after the end of the trial. 

A crisis is expected to reach a 
climax over the week-end when a 
number of “VIPS"’—very important 
persons—from Britain are expected 
to reach Nuernberg to hear judg- 
ment Monday. Although they are 
to be billetted in the comfortable

CANBERRA, (CP)——The Austral- 
ian election campaign is reaching 
its closing stages with newspapers 
filled with political stories and ad- 
vertising and the Labor, Liberal and 
Country party leaders making final 
broadcasts to the electorate which is 


expected to give a record vote of 
more than 4,500,000 ballots, 
Led by Prime Minister Chifley, 


the Labor party ‘in seeking re-clec- | 
tion stands on its five-year record 
which it claims has given Australia 
its present-day prosperity. Labor 
claims there is no unemployment in 
the country today despite demobili- 
zation of 500,000 service men and 
women, 

The Liberals, led by Robert Men- 
zies, early war prime minister who 


then headed the United Australia 
party, offers reduced taxes as a 
means of overcoming domestic 


shortages of all kinds through an 
added incentive to production. 
Arthur Fadden’s Country party 
seeking to form a coalition govern- 
ment with the Liberals, claims the 
Labor party is slowly surrendering 
to left-wingers and has established 
too many controls over private en- 
terprises. The Australian voters 
have three sets of ballots to mark
